The skills of staiking game and 
shooting a bow will be taught this 
summer in the Upland Recreation 
Department's advanced archery class in 
bow hunting 

The class, to meet the second and 
fourth Saturdays of every month from 11 
am. to 1 p.m. at the Magnolia Re 
creation Center, 651 W. 15th S., will be 
taught by archery and karate instructor 
John Santiago 

According to Santiago, a member of 
the Pomona Valley Bowman's 
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Association, the class is open to local 
residents high school age and older 
There's a lot of difference between 
hunting with a rifle and hunting with a 
bow. Santiago said 
To hunt with a bow.” he said, “you 
have to know how to get close to y our 
game.’ One must consider noise made in 
moving, body odors, careful to approach 
the animal downwind, and sight, staying 
hidden with camouflaged clothings 
According to Santiago, many hunters 
who have traditionally used nifles are

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becoming bowhunters because of the 
extra difficulty and excitement in the 
Sport 

Several field trips are tentatively 
planned to hunt for Havalinas (boars). 
deer and rabbits during the summer, he 
said 

Modern bow hunters use new 
equipment that increase the accuracy of 
the bow, according to Santiago 

Aluminum arrows are lighter, don't 
warp like wood arrows do and don't 
shatter like fiberglass arrows, he said. In 
addition, they are more accurate 

Plastic feathers used on these arrows 
last longer than bird feathers 

Santiago said he uses a substitute for 
the finger guard, a “no-glove,”’ a soft 
rubber attachment to the bow string to 
cut down on the wear on his fingers when 
pulling The device also leaves the 
shooting hand free for climbing 

He said he doesn’t use the traditional 
quiver anymore because it often gets 
caught in brush when stalking game 
Instead he uses a bow quiver, which is 
capable of holding up to 16 arrows 
Mounted on the front of the bow, the bow 
quiver also acts as a stablizer to absorb 
the vibrations of the bow while shooting 

To learn to hunt with a bow isn’t all 
practice shooting, according to Santiago 

He will teach his class such things as 
the eating habits of game animals; how 
to scout a wildlife area for game, to 
study the terrain before vou go hunting

and hunting safety, including 
encouraging bow hunters to always hunt 
with a partner 

Santiago said he only wants students 
who are serious about bow hunting to 
sign up for the class, because “bow 
hunting is a lot of work 

He has been bow hunting since he was 
16 years old. His first job was teaching 
archery in a summer camp in New York 

My first love has always been 
archery 

Currently he teaches Karate at 
Chaffey College and for the Upland 
Recreation Department in addition to his 
archery class. He also holds a full ume 
job, at a local school 

The recreation department's summer 
schedule of classes will begin Monday 
June 17

Upland was the state's smog 
capital last year, according | 


Air Resources Board statistics 


released Thursday 


It was the first year Upland 


had this negative distinction 
Last year was also the first 
summer the city had official 
smog-Monitoring equipment 
Upland had more than double 
the smog alert hours of River- 


side, the state's second 


smoggiest city, based on a 
sampling of 13 test areas 


Upland registered 599 hours 


when the oxidant level crept 
over the first smog alert stage 


Rive cd 267 hours of 
heavy smog and San Bernar- 
dino, with the third highest 
readings, recorded 245 hours 

The first stage alert is 
reached when oxidant levels 
the main vardstick for measur- 
ing Southern California's 
photochemical smog, reaches

San Bernardino recorded the
